Upon being seated, and prior to take-off, 
please retain your coat and hat. In just a mo- 
ment, the stewardesses will pick up your wraps 
and hang them in the cloakroom at the rear 
‘of the plane. There, they will be kept in per- 
fect condition to reflect the jauntiness you 
feel as you leave the Mainliner 230 after your 
trip. 

Also in the rear of the cabin are convenient 
lavatory facilities. |

Individual reading lights 
and stewardess call button 


The rectangular panel on the 
wall above your window is 
equipped with two square open- 
ings, two switches, and a small, 
white button. The two openings 
are individual reading lights, pre- 
focused on each seat at the proper 
angle for reading comfort. The for- 
ward switch operates the reading 
light for the seat next to the aisle; 
and the rear switch operates the 
light for the seat nearest the win- 
dow. 
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To call your stewardess, just 
press the white button below the 
reading lights ... She’ll be with you 
in a moment. 


Individual ventilator 


The circular fixture below the 
reading light panel is an individual 
ventilator which admits fresh, fil- 
tered air into the cabin. The air 
flow can be directed in any desired 
angle merely by moving the inlet, 
which is mounted on a ball joint. 
To open ventilator, pull the 
knurled knob outward, turning 
clockwise at the same time. To 
close the ventilator, repeat the pro- 
cedure, turning knob in the oppo- 
site direction. 

If you have difficulty, just call the 
stewardess . .. she'll be glad to as- 
sist you. 




















Seat adjustment 


Want to recline in comfort? Then just press the large 
button located on the front of the outside armrest on 
your Mainliner 230 seat. While pressing the button, slide 
seat base forward or backward to position which best 
suits you... . (it is not necessary to exert pressure on 
back of seat). When you release the button, seat will 
remain locked in the position you have selected. To 
return the seat to normal position, just press the button 
again and slide back in your seat. 
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Your ash tray 


For the convenience of cigarette smokers, an ash tray 
is mounted in front of the middle arm. To open, pull 
forward and down on the knob attached to the front 
panel.
